thin H a beverage, without a license 
by the. local board of health."

idency last Saturday night.

families should leave Costa Rica on 
Monday. 


I.asi Sunday night, while his brothir 


was on his way 10 an appolnlmer-l 
with the minister of finance. Gen. Tin- 
oco said, he was approached by an 
unidentified man who shot him in tht 
back. Death was instantaneous. Gen. 
Tinoco said Ze believed the assassin 
was a paid bandit from Nicaragua. 


Gen. Tinoco asserted that he had 


done everything to maintain friendly 
.relations v.-lth foreign countries. 
He 


declared he was greatly disappointed 
over the attitude of the United Slates 
toward his government, which he .con- 
sidered unjustified. 


Gen. Tinoco will leave Kingston on 


Wednesday for Europe, where he In- 
tends to remain for some time..

Monday. 


Last Sunday night, while his brothtr 


was on his way to an appointment 
with the minister of finance, Gen. Tin- 
oco said, he was approached by an 
unidentified man who shot him in the 
hack.

Tinoco said he believed the assassin 
was a paid bandit from Nicaragua. 


Con. Tinoco asserted that he had 


dono everything to maintain friendly 
relations with foreign countries.
